SUMMARY

Washoe County Board of County Commissioners is requested to approve the acceptance
of a FFY15 Emergency Management Performance Grant (EMPG) from the State of
Nevada, Division of Emergency Management for $170,877.00. The Board annually
accepts the Emergency Management Performance Grant (EMPG). The State of Nevada,
Division of Emergency Management (DEM) has provided this grant award to Washoe
County for more than 15 years. The EMPG program provides funding to assist local
governments to sustain and enhance all-hazards emergency management activities.

This grant is retroactive due to the federal government working off of a Continuing
Resolution; and the Homeland Security Department awards having just been released to
the states.

Strategic Objective supported by this item: Safe, secure and healthy communities.

PREVIOUS ACTION

June 17, 2014 — The Board of County Commissioners accepted a 2014 Emergency
Management Performance Grant (EMPG) from the State of Nevada, Division of
Emergency Management for $120,877.00 [with County match of $120,877.00]; and
directed and direct the Comptroller’s Office to make the appropriate budget adjustments.

This grant provides funding for the Washoe County Emergency Manager position,
consulting services for avalanche and weather advisory services, and supplies and
operating expenses for the Regional Emergency Operations Center.
